The Sydney Herald of March 
16, the 
latest paper In Its file received 
by tho 
Mlowora,"plays up" the plague nows in 
three and 
one-ha- lf 
long columns of line 
type under tho caption "Tho Bubonic 
plague 
Fatal 
Case 
In the City 
Sup- 
posed Case at the Quarantlne'Statlon 
Tho Infected Area Spreading." 
Then 
follows a description of the cases, news 
of precautions at many points in New 
South Wales and elsewhere and the fol- 
lowing statements which wo quote 
en-tir- o: 


Dr. Ashburton Thompson Is of opin 
ion that now that the plague has won. 
a foothold In this colony 
It will not 
be entirely eradicated, at any ralo for 
many years. 
He speaks in the light of 
the proposition that the scourge is cir- 
culated through the medium of rats. Ho 
does not mean to say that'the epidemic 
will 
be continually 
maintained 
at a 
high average of cases, but that it will 
have Us recurring seasons. 
He estim- 
ates that the average duration of each 
visitation will 
be 
eight months, and 
that then after the lapse of a yea 
there 
will be a recrudescence 
of the trouble. 
This estimate Is based on a considera- 
tion of the habits and longevity of rats. 
The absolute eradication 
of 
all 
rats 
would be followed by the entire removal 
of the source of infection. 
It Is not 
possible to rid .the land of 
--rats, and it 
follows that the disease must remain. 
Dr. Thompson 
thinks 
It de- 
velops 
here it may spread 
in 
subse- 
quent 
years through 
other 
channels 
than that of rats. 
The appointment 
of municipal 
In- 
spectors has not yet been made, 
but 
all matters are In training for the staff 
to get to work without 
loss of time. 
Meanwhile 
the board's 
Inspectors In 
the city report that good work In the 
way of purifying dirty places Is being 
done by the local authorities and own- 
ers of premises. 
Rats in Street Sweepings. 
There was considerable excitement at 
Wentworthville 
railway 
station 
on 
Wednesday. 
It appears that a 
truck-loa- d 
of street sweepings 
and other gar- 
bage was received 
from 
Sydney 
to be 
used by a fruitgrower 
for 
gardening 
purposes. 
Two or threo residents saw 
the stuff, and It was noticed that there 
was a number of read rats in it. Word 
was at onco sent to 
Lati- 
mer, of tho Parramatta 
police, and he 
immediately sent word that tho stuff 
was not to be removed till he gave or- 
ders 
to that effect. 
In the meantime 
the statlonmaster 
took' upon himself to 
collect all the dead rats 
In sight and 
burn them. 
Serum Sent For. 
The Department of Health has bent 
another urgent cablo to tho Pasteur In- 
stitute 
In Franco for a supply of the 
remedial serum. 
Tho 
department 
Is 
planning the production of it in this 
colony, but tho task Is a highly Intricate 
and 
delicate 
one, 
and It may take 
mouths to obtain first results. 
Even 
If all the experiments succeeded at llrat 
trial then It would take soven months 
for the .production 
of tho first Instal- 
ment of tho valuable antagonistic.

of tho Tenth Hussars, tho Household 
Cavalry, 
two horse 
batteries 
and mounted Infantry, under Colonel Pitcher, was in garrison on Friday at 
Thabo. N'chu, which 
la about halfway between tho Free Stato capital and 
the border of Basutoland. 
Tho 'British commander was threatened 
by tho 
near approach of a largo Boor force, and, finding 
his 
position 
untcnablo, 
marched that night to tho Bloemfontein waterworks, 
lying south of 
tho 
Modder river, whero 
he encamped. 
This position appears to bo on tho road 
to Bloemfontein and about fifteen miles from that town. 
Early on Saturday morning the British camp was shelled from the roar. 
Colonel 
Broadwood 
thereupon eont off a convoy with batteries, whllo 
tho 
rest of his force remained behind to' act as a .roar guard. 
The road here crosses a deep spruit, In wlilch 
Boers 
had 
concealed 
themselves. 
Tho 
wholo British detachment walked Into ambush and were 
captured, with six of the guns they had with them, 
According 
to one

count, the British loss was not great, a.' most of tho convoy were in tho trap 
before a shot was fired. 
Lord Roberts seems to have heard of Broadwood's 
plight very quickly and sent General Colvllle's division at once to his rescue. 
Latest reports say that Colvllle 
arrived on the scene Saturday noon and be- 
gan shelling tho Boers. 
Lord Roberts' own report of the affair, If yet received 
by the War Olllce, 
has not been published, and no account Is available to tho public except tho 
dispatch from Bushman Kop.

Council of State Strikes Out Appro- 
priation on Attorney General 
Cooper's 
Advice, 


Yesterday's session ot the Council ot 
Stato was peaceful and marked by none 
of tho pyrotechnics of tho days when 
tho Court of Claims 
bill 
was under 
consideration. 
Tho 
members 
settled 
down to plain, routine work, and trans 
acted considerable unfinished 
business, 
President 
Dole, 
Ministers 
Mott- - 
Smith, Young and Cooper, and Coun 
cilors Isenberg, Aclii, Kaulukou, Jones, 
Allen, Enn, Gonsnlvcs 
and 
Kennedy 
woro present. 
Attorney General 
Cooper rendered a 
report upon tho Item covering tho pro 
posed appropriation of $25,000 tor the 
incurables 
hospital, as follows: 
Mr. President. 
in regard to line 36a, Act 4, Endow- 
ment of Hospital for Incurables, 
$25,-00- 
0, 
which was referred 
to mo by tho 
Council of State, I havo 
to say that I 
find nothing in tho Constitulon or laws 
of tho Republic of Hawaii which would 
prevent tho legislature from passing an 
appropriation for this purpose. I believe 
the Item Is objectionable on account of 
Us lndollnltcness. It should stato more 
specifically 
what hospital Is meant. 
I 
think also, In view of the fact that tho 
Constitutional Convention Inserted an 
article In tho Constitution prohibiting 
tho appropriation of public moneys for 
tho support or benefit of any sectarian 
denominational or private school, that a 
similar restriction might well be Incor 
porated. In this appropilatlon. 
uA34 Mils appropriation nas been 
pre- 
sented to the Council of State for 
pas-sag- 
o, 
I dcslro to call the attention 
of 
tho Council of Stnte to tho clause au- 
thorizing appropriation 
of moneys 
by 
tho Council, more particularly tho limi- 
tation of power as to the nature of ap- 
propriations to be passed 
by the Coun- 
cil. 
I believe 
this question should bo 
decided 
by tho Council, as to whether 
or not this appropriation comes within 
the limitations specified by section 6 of 
Article 81 of the Constitution. 
I dcslro also to call tho attention or 
tho Council of Stato to tho wording of 
President 
McKInloy's 
telegram dated 
March Oth, 1900, sent through Secretary 
of State Hay, which reads as follows: 
"The President has not considered It 
wise to convene 
tho old legislature, 
ex- 
pecting the Council 
of State

for rcnulslto expenditures 
until 
Congress 
olects (enacts?) the Hawaiian 
Territorial 
bill, ho approves Act No. 1

noticeable, 
and tliream were 
made 
that

Cabinet had no Intention 
of changing 
the rules, the resolution would

tablo indellnltely. 
Councilors 
Bolto, 
Jones, Acbl, 
Ka-n- c, 
Kennedy 
and Kauiukou kept up a running tire 
of questions 
aimed 
at 
the 
Cabinet 
Ministers, and spicy tilts occurred now 
And then. 
Tlio oablnet's contention Is that tho 
Court of Claims 
Is only appointed for 
tlio purpose or ascertaining 
the 
legal 
responsibility for tho lire 
losses, 
ana 
Intimate that that 
Is the only inter- 
pretation that can be given 
to Secro- 
tary Hay's telegram, authorizing 
the 
appointment 
of a "Court ot Claims 
to mako awardd and judgments, 
In conformity with tho Hawaiian law." 
The Executive and Ministers take 
the 
moaning of this telegram to 
bo 
that 
the Court Itself 
1b to be constituted 
and clothed with legal authority 
"in 
conformity with Hawaiian law." 
On tlio other hand the majority 
of 
tho councilors are of the opinion that 
the telegram authorizes 
tho Court of 
Claims to adjudicate tho loo&ea in con- 
formity with Hawaiian law;

Two main propositions

Ono contemplated au tx 
change of land between

Government and the railroad company. 
The local government somo tlmo ago 
sent to Washington 
suggestion, to the 
uue 
uiut uii uxcuauge cuuiu ue maue 
of 
two small pieces 
of land owned 
by tho government here, together with 
another 
piece 
in dispute 
between tho 
government nnd tho railway company, 
for a strip owned 
by tho latter along 
tho waterfront, 
which 
would admit of 
largely increasing tho wharfago facil 
itles; the two governments to develop 
the waterfront together. 
Tho authori- 
ties at Washington did not take action 
on 
thu matter immediately, 
possibly 
heeauso they felt that the Information 
at tholr disposal was not sufficient 
to 
warrant 
them in doing 
so. 
They for- 
warded to tho official, above mentioned, 
who considered the matter 
In all its 
bearings and Investigated 
It 
from-a- 
ll 
points of view. 
What tho government at Washington 
sought in this matter was information; 
aud tho board 
sent 
thither 
all that 
could 
be obtained. 
Thoy secured 
tho 
opinions of all tho business peoplo of 
prominence In Honolulu, 
Including the 
chief merchants, the heads of the bank 
ing houses 
and nil persons Interested 
In shipping and In the extension of the 
waterfront. 
AU approved of the nro- - 
posed 
barter, as well ns most of the 
members 
of the government: 
and the 
Chamber of Commerce adopted resolu- 
tions favoring tho proposed 
method 
of 
extending the harbor 
lines. 
The 
re- 
sults of this Investigation 
wero 
for- 
warded 
to Washington, together with 
tho commission's report, on March 
31. 
and tho documents should arrUu today. 
i no matter may 
bo nearu from In two 
weeks' tlmo If tho authorities thero act 
promptly, which thoy probably won't. 
moro wero no engineering Droblems 
connected 
with this affair, nor was It 
In any respect a military proposition 
looking to tho defence of tho harbor In 
tlmo of war. It was purely 
a. comnn..'-cl- al 
matter, 
Intended 
to 
determine 
whether or no the- - plan Involved a fair 
business exchange and promised 
to re- 
sult In a substantial Increase 
in 
tho 
dock 
room. 
Tho exact recommenda- 
tions mado by tho board 
could not of 
course 
t)o learned, but It found that the 
plan offered 
tho qulokest 
and 
most 
feasible 
way 
of enlarging 
tho harbor 
facilities. 
If carried out, It will nearly 
doublo 
tho dock 
space 
without 
en- 
croaching upon tho harbor proper. 
This transfer 
will cnnblo a number 
of docks near tho outllow 
of Nuuanu 
stream to bo oxtended out a hundred or 
a hundred and twenty feet Into tho har- 
bor, so thnt largo vessels can dlschargo 
on 
them 
from 
both hntches nt once, 
or two small vessels can unload at tho

that a burglar was at work. 
Ho grop-

blade and 
Jumped 
out of bed. 
Tho Intruder had by this 
tlmo forced tho window 
open and was 
crawling through. 
Tollver rushed 
up- 
on htm and mado a slash at Ulrh wltb 
tho knife, cutting him on tho left tem- 
ple. 
The man throw his left arm up 
to protect his face and Tollver slashed 
thu 
arm 
nnd the blade swept 
down 
and cut the man's lip. 
The man then 
yelled 
out: 
"For 
God's 
sake, 
don't 
cut me again; I'm tho follow that lived 
in tho next room," 
The Intruder was Horner attired 
lu 
his uudcrclothee, nnd Tollver dragged 
him inside. 
Not a word was said. Tol- 
lver supported Horner to his room, but 
found the uoor 
locked, 
the key being 
on the inside. 
Just then Horner faint- 
ed and Tollver 
dressed 
himself hur 
riedly 
and ran out 
of the 
house 
In 
feearch 
of a phyBlclan. 
As 
he 
was 
dashing down to Sutter streot he was 
accosted 
by Policeman Mulcahey, 
who 
asked him where ho was going. 
"I am running for a doctor, as 1 have 
cut a man In my room," replied Toll- 
ver. 
' 
Mult'ahey 
returned with him to 
tho 
house, and after seeing Horner rang (n 
for tho ambulance. 
Horner was taken 
to the Receiving Hospital, whoro 
Dr. 
Cherry 
stitched 
and 
dressed 
his 
wounds. 
None Is dangerous, 
but 
the 
ono on tho left arm Is about six Inches 
long. 
Mulcahey took Tollver to 
the 
City 
Prison, but 
no charge 
was 
booked 
against him, nnd ho was allowed to sit 
ou tho bench in front of tho dosk ser- 
geant. 
Captain Seymour detailed 
De- 
tective Cody on tho caso and ho report- 
ed the facts as related, 
Tho extraordi- 
nary featuro of tho affair was how Hor- 
ner managed to crawl from his window 
to Tollver's without 
falling 
to 
the 
street. 
In front of both windows 
1b a 
ledge about two feet broad 
and 
be- 
tween the two windows, 
a dlstanco of 
four or ilvo feet, is a small ledge about 
six indue broad, which Horner had to 
pass 
over 
beforo 
reaching Tollver's 
window. 
Horner In speaking of the af- 
fair said: 
"I went homo 
between 
12 nnd 
1 
o'clock 
this morning and went imme- 
diately to bed. 
I always sleop in my 
underclothes. 
I remembered nothing 
till I got cut on my left arm and yelled 
out that I lived 
In tho next room, 
1 
supposo

previously, but 
never got outside my room.

blame the man who cut me, as I would

Tollver said ho could think of noth-

burglar and ho had to defend 
himself. 
"1 was so excited," he said, "that It 
was lucky for Horner 
bo cried

I cut him tho second time, as I 
would havo continued to cut him 
and 
might havo murdered him. 
I am sorry 
for It, but I am not to blame." 
Captain Seymour reported tho facts 
to Chief 
Sullivan and 
tho Chief 
in 
truded 
him to take Tollver 
beforo 
Judgo Coulan, 
who wns holding court 
for tho disposal of tho "drunks." Toll 
ver related his story to tho Judgo, who 
decided that no charge could be placed 
against 
him under tho circumstances, 
and allowed him to go after exacting u 
promise that ho would 
bo In court 
at 
noon today, for fear Horner's

In tho afternoon Tollver called 
at 
tho Receiving 
Hospital to seo Horner.

mind by saying ho did not blamo him,
